WASHINGTON, October 22.—Secretary Chand- 
ler has written a letter to Commander Wildes, 
of the United State steamship Yantic, asking 
him why he did not keep with the steamer 
Proteus during the voyage Of the latter to 
Smith sound, for the relief of Lieutenant 
Greely and why, after learning of the wreck 
of the Proteus and the failure of the expedi- 
tion, he did notland alithe provisions he 
could spare at Littleton island for Greely’s 
Commander Wildes has written a letter

Proteus because he could not 
as that vessel could not carry half as much 
coal as she (Proteus) did, and was-detaiced at 
Goodhaven and Upernavick by the necessary 
repairs to the boilers and by the fog. He says 
furthermore: ‘I did not intend torun the 
vessel under my command in the haphazard, 
happy, golucky fashion which finally brought 
the Proteus to grief, but to make sure as far 
as possible of every step which I took. 
Had the Proteus been ordered 
to keep company with the Yantic 
it would. have been vastly better for all con- 
cerned.’’ To the secretary’s second question 
he replies that he did not land provisions at 
Littleton Island because he thought it his 
first duty to look after the ship-wrecked sur 
vivors of the Proteus. In so doing he went 
away from Littleton Island and was prevented 
by the ice from getting back. In conclusion 
he says: ‘‘I beg to state that I am prepared 
to shoulder ali responsibility which properly 
belongs to me, and if this statement is not 
satisfactory and there still remains doubt in 
the department that I have not-done my duty 
as an officer of the United States navy, I re- 
spectfully request that a court of inguiry may 
be ordered on my conduct, as I do not wish 
to rest under the imputation that I have 
heedlessly and unnecessarily left Lieutenant 
Greely and party to the possibilities of per- 
ishing by starvation.” 
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HATTON’sS REPORT. 


Assistant Postmaster-General Bobs Up 
Serenely. 

Wasuinaton, October 22.—The annual re- 
port of Frank Hatton, first assistant postmas- 
ter-general, has been laid before Postmaster- 
General Gresham. Its salient features are as 
follows: The average amount of work per- 
formed in each ofthe divisions of Mr. Hat- 
ton’s oftice during the past fiscal year. There 
was an increase of 87 in the number of post- 
offices established, and an increase of 174 in 
the number of oflices discontinued. The 
whuvle number’ of _ post-offices, June 
30, 1883, was 47,863, an increase of, 1,622 dur- 
ingthe year. By sections, the increase in six 
New England stateswas 36, in the Middle 
states and the District of Columbia 223, south- 
ern states and Indian territories 7,254. In 
the ten states and six territories of the west 
and northwest 580, andon the Pacific slope 
68. Increase in number of presidential offices 
during the year was 192. Thewhole number 
of this class of offices on June 3d, was 2,145. 
The number of money order offices, was 
5,857, and increase of 421. The total expen- 
diture on account of postoflite supplies, was 
$111,927. The aggregate sum of annual sala- 
ries of the 2,195 presidential postmasters 
amounts to $3,750,000. It is thought that 
ninety additional offices will be assigned to 
this grade during the present fiscal year. 
The adjustment of salaries of presidential 
postmasters for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1883, wil 
involve in round numbers, not less than 
four million dollars. Mr. Hatton recom- 
mends that the free delivery service be ex- 
tended and improved as far as possible, and 
that a special stamp be provided which when 
affixed to a le*ter, whether mail or 1ocal, in 
addition to the ordinary postage stamp shall 
be regarded by the office addressed as en- 
titling the letter to immediate delivery up to 
10,0’clock p. m. To provide for their delivery 
it is suggested that boys be employed and re- 
quired to prucure receipts from the parties 
addressed or some authorized person. Mr. 
Hatton also recommends that the postage on 
local or city letters be reduced from two 
cents to one cent, and predicts that this will 
result in a large increase in business.

‘2 scarcely know how to answer that ques- 
tion. There is a more favorable opinion, I 
think, however, President Arthur than pre- 
vailed some time ago. Several of us thought 
that he might have saved Lieutenant | lipper 
when prejudice was so manifest in his trial 
and conyiction. I never shall believe,as one, 
that he was fairly dealt with. If President 
Arthur is nominated he will get our vote. 
The truth whoeveris nominated will get 
our yote, unless he has a bad record upon 
civil rights. But let me say, just at this point, 
that Blaine is a power yet with many of us,” 

‘What would the colored people think of 
Senator Edmunds for president?’ 

“Grandly, sir. He is all right on civil 
rights, and that is to be the issue now. Be- 
sides, Mr. Edmunds is one of the world’s 
greatest statesmen. But I think a howl will 
go up for Harlan from the negro yoters of 
this country.”’ 

“Why did the colored people of Georgia 
vote for Colquitt instead of Norwood during 
their contest for the governorship””’ 

‘Because Colquitt is a Christian man, pro- 
gressive, higk-toned, and just before God and 
man; while Senator Norwood represented the 
bourbon element. Then Norwood had a bad 
record on the civil rights bill. Wile in con- 
gress, in the delivery of his speech in opposi- 
tion to it, he made it convenient to traduce 
the negro fearfully, magnifying his ignorance 
and defeets. Personally | know nothing wrong 
of Mr, Norwood, but politically,’ we al! fav- 
cred Colquitt.”’ 

“What do 
Brown?” 

“Well, Governor brown is a_ friend of 
mine; so I! will not even criticise him politi- 
cally. He has grand virtues and some faults, 
but I have faults, too.”’ 

“Governor A. H. Stephens was much ad- 
mired by the colored people, was. he not’”’ 

“Yes. Dearly beloved from one end of the 
state to the other.”’ 

‘*What do you think isto be the solution 
of the negro problem in this country?” 

“Well, I difter with most of the prominent 
colored men of the country. I have long 
thought that slavery was a providential insti- 
tution (not a divine institution, but providen- 
tial), and that God intended to make us the 
means or instruments of redeeming Africa, 
the richest continent in natural resources 
under the canopy of heaven. But how he 
intends to use us tothat end has not yet been 
made plain, forthe time has not fully ar- 
rived, As in the case of thechildren of Israei, 
all these oid slaves must die, but unless this 
supreme court decision hastens things up a 
little, which it may do, for the negro will 
never remain here an outlaw, and you 
know he is outside of law at present. If 
the republican supreme court can decide the 
civil rights bill unconstitutional, let a demo- 
cratic supreme court get contro], and they 
will decide the negro’s freedom unconstitu- 
tional. Mark now, if you donot live tosee it. 
You may laugh at it, and say fudge, but 
young men will live to see that this decision 
will be made a criterion tu rip up everything 
that has been done. White men will yet 
curse decisions that will grow out of this one 
as bitterly as negroes are now complaining 
and cursing this. Take care that this is not 
the entering wedge to a dissolution of the 
country. Mh, you say, ‘Il am excited,’ but J 
have been reading the history. of nations for 
35 years, and could pile up analogies as high 
as heaven almost.’’

COMMON SENSE SENTIMNET. 


Secretary Teller Thinks the Indians Have Teo Much 
Land. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., October 22.—Secretary 
Teller, it is understood, will recommend in 
bisannual report the cutting down of the 
greatCrow reservation, which now amounts 
to about 3,000acres to each Indian. He says 
that, while the whole power of the govern- 
ment is just now being exerted to hinder a 
white man from getting more than 160 acres 
of land—although he may be ready to make 
it productive at once—there is a sentiment 
which demands that an Indian shall keep 
1,000 acres or more which he makes no use of 
and is willing to part with if he is let alone. 
He isin favor of cutting down all the great 
reservations to the actual needs of the In- 
dians, paying them just what the surplus is 
worth, and spending the money for the 
education of their children and furnisning 
them supplies, farming implements, ete. He 
does not regard it as a matter of sentiment, 
but public policy and common business sense. 
[t is not believed at the interior department 
that the report to the effect that the opening 
of the great Sioux reservation in Dakota is 
being engineered in the interest of land rings 
is well founded. hat such 
stories have been prevalent cannot 
be denied, but it not clear how they 
can have any foundation in fact, because the 
apppropriation bill, which provided the 
money forthe convention with the Sioux, 
contained a clause which says: ‘‘Any land 
acquired by the government under this treaty 
Shall be disposed of only under the provisions 
of the homestead act.’’ To secure a large 
block of this land with such a restriction 
thrown about it would require the perpetra- 
tion of frauds which would hardly fail of de- 
tection.

This incident may lead to trouble 
with Portugal, as the Chinese have always ob- 
jected to the presence of the Portuguese at

THE ANATOBA EARTHQUAKE. 

Lonpon, October 22.—Reuter’s 
company received a dispatch from 
tinople confirming the statement 
first'account of the earthquake in Anatoba 
was much exaggerated. At Vourla, near 
Smyrna, where 200 huts were wrecked, only 
two persons killed. Ten hamlets near. Ches- 
met suffered and 57 persons were killed and 
150 injured in that district. The foregoing 
are all that were killed, though 14,675 persons 
were made homeless and all are fed by au- 
thorities and the sick taken care of. 

Smyrna, October 22.—The people in the 
earthquake district are afraid to enter their 
houses. There have been fresh shocks to-day, 
causing great alarm, but very slight damage. 
Two English men Of war arrived here to-day 
to render assistance to the sufferers. Anoth 
er English vessel has gone to Chios. Several 
foreign gunboats have gone to Chesmet on 
the same charitable mission.

Lonpon, Octobor 22.—Special dispatches 
received here from (Juebec says the report 
that the dynanriters were bent on making an 
attack on Lord Landsdowne on his arrival in 
that city, caused great excitement in the 
adjoining country. The police informed Lord 
Lorne and the dominion ministers of their 
discovery of the plot, anda cabinet council 
was hastily summoned. It met Sunday and 
discussed the means to be taken to prevent 
any hostile demonstrations against Lord 
Landsdowne. 

(JueBEC, October 22.—If the government 
have any information of a disturbing nature 
in connection with Lord Landsdowne’s arri- 
val, there is no outward indications of it. 

A HUNGARIAN DUEL. 

TeMEsvaR, Hungary, October 22.—Count 
Titefan Batthyany and Dr. Julius Rosenberg 
foughta duel with pistols today. The count 
was shot through the temple and killed, The 
police have instituted an inquiry into the af- 
fair. 

The police have arrested Dr. Rosenberg and 
his seconds. It had been arranged prior to 
the duel that the combatants should advance 
five paces before firing. Neither of the men, 
however, availed himself of the opportu- 
nity, but each stood in his original position. 
Two shots were fired by each man without 
effect. At this juncture the seconds inter- 
vened and tried to prevent a continuation 
of the duel, but their efforts were fruitless. 
The third shot was fired and Count Batthy- 
ing fell, andjfan attempt was made to ex- 
tract the ball from the victim’s brain with- 
out avail. The count married a lady who 
had previously been engaged to Dr. Rosen- 
berg. 

THE FRENCH WHEAT CROP. : 

Paris, October 22.—An official return rela- 
tive to the French wheat crop has just been 
published.

THE TRICHINOSIS IN GERMANY.

Six men were kill- 
edand three others injured, Another ex- 
plosion of coal damp occurred in Wharncliffe 
Carlton mine, while an exploring party 
were searching for the bodies of the victims 
of the explosion of Thursday night last. 
Several of the explorers were injured, and it 
is feared two were killed. 

WOUNDED ON A MOUNTAIN. 

Dupin, October 22.—Daniel Lucy, bailiff to 
Mr. Massey, has been found dangerously 
wounded on Mushra mountain, in a wild dis- 
trict near Macron, county Cork. This is sup- 
posed to be an agrarian outrage.

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MITCHELL’s MBANNESS. 


How a Good Samaritan Got Away With a Thousand 
Dollars ot Lodge Money. 

Jos. P. Mitchell,the Good Samaritan who created 
a bigsensation in Atlanta last spring by decamp- 
ing with nearly $1,000 belonging to his order, was 
brought back to the city Sunday night by Detective 
» BillJones. During the early part of last week De- 
tective Jones ascertained that Mitchell was in 
Little Rock, Ark., and that he 
was cutting a big swell as the 
owner and proprietor of the toniest saloon in that 
city. As soon as Detective Jones secured this intel 
ligence reliably he began to investigate the ques 
tion of ‘*what’s init,’’ and in ashort while ascer 
tained that the Atlanta National bank wouid give 
$100 for Mitchell’s arrest and that the Good Samari- 
tans would givea like amount for the same result. 
"The detective then secured a requisition, and on 
Wednesday night started for Little Rock. Before 
reaching that place, -howeyer, he tele- 
graphed the chief of police of the city 
to arrest B. B. Brown, the proprietor of the saloon 
corner of Main aud Eighth street, and to hold him 
until Detective Jones reached Little Rock Friday, 
and at once set about securing his prisonér. He 
was not long in ascertaining that Mitchel), alias 
Brown, had secured three attorneys, and that they 
had made arfeffort to secure his release by the 
habeas corpus writ line but their efforts were use- 
less, Mitchell denied sfrenuously being Brown 
until he faced Detective Jones, when he said: 

‘Well, it's no use to lie any moreabout this mat- 
ter, [am Mitchell and I guess I'll givein andgo 
with you.’’ . 

This confession put a stop to further work on the 
part of Mitchell’sattorneys and on Saturd y Detect- 
ive Jones ironed his piisonerand started for Geor- 
gia with him, Immediately after Mitchell’s arri- 
wal in Atlanta he was placed in thecity prison 
where he remained until yesterday morning when 
he was removed to the county jail. Before 
being transferrea to jail, Mitchell was visited bya 
number of Good Samaritans, but none of 
the order offered him any sym- 
pathy except Cooper who was the most 
zealous in trying to accomplish his arrest. A Con- 
STITUTION reporter also visited Mitchell. He was 
in a good humor and talked freely.

bank, obtained the money and then skipped for 
parts unknown. 

Mitchell is ginger cake in color, with a slight 
moustache, medium height and slight of build. 
For a negro he is extraordinarily intelligent. He 
talked, laughed and joked, and did not seem to 
have the slighest fear of the penitentiary. 

The usual crowd of negroes got on the train at 
Marietta, some of whom kuew Mitchell. He talked 
and joked with them, telling them of the good time 
he bad had, and joking with them of going to 
“Aibenaoy’’ or Singsing. He asked about all his 
friends aud did notseem to doubt ‘but that he 
wonld come out right side up.

A Contest between the Convict Lessees and the Mua- 
rictta and North G orgia Halroad, 

[lt seems that the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railroad company is doomed to trayel a 
hard road in securing the conyicts that were 
granted it by resolution of the last general as- 
sembly. 

[It will be remembered that during the last 
session of the legislature charges were pre- 
ferred against the management of the road al- 
leging a misuse of the f granted by the 
State. 

An investigating committee was appointed 
and the matter was looked into thoroughly. 

For several years the lessees of convicts have 
endeavored to take f1 larietta and 


avors 


the Ma 
North Georgia railroad company the.convicts 
vranted by the state to grade their road. 

They held that the term for which the con- 
victs were granted expired since, and 
that under the lease contract COLVICtS 
should be distributed among The 
Marietta company argued that they had been 
given the poorest conviets—in fact, 
the fag end of the entire lot; that they had 
not been given the full number that were 
theirs by law, and-claimed an extension of 
time in order to make up for what they lost 
by a failure to get their full quota. 

These and other questions we e fully dis- 
cussed at the investigation. The committee 
made areport in which they failed to find 
against the company, but to the 
contrary recommended that the 
company have two hundred and fifty able- 
bodied convicts. for the iull term of three 
years, or until the completion of the road and 
its branches. <A resolution to that effect was 
passed practically no opposition. It 
provided also that the road should not have 
any more women convicts or old or disabled 
men. The passage of the resolution was 2on- 
sidered a biz victery for the road. Its friends 
felt that it would have little or no trouble 
thereafter on account of its convicts. 

THE LESSEES’ OBJECT, 

There isnow pending, and has been for 
some time, a suit to from the road the 
convicts, a hundred and fifty in number, held 
under the original resolution. It is expected 
that the case - will come 
up for trial, It 1S intended 
to setile by this suit the right of the road to 
convicts held t original resolution 
after the time for which they were granted 
had expired. A new suit has been filed by 
Hopkins & Glenn and ex-Governor Smith 
representing penitentiary companies two and 
three, the former composed of Lockett, Lowe 
& Co,, and the latter cof Grant, Smith & Co. 

Messrs. Hoke Smith and B. F. Abbott rep- 
resent the railroad CcCOmpany. 

The suit is in a form of a bill of injunction 
against Captain John W. Nelms, principal 
keeper of the penitentiary, and séeks to re- 
Strain him from delivering to the road any 
more convicis. The road now has one hun- 
dred and fifty-eight, having received eight 
since the passage of the resolution and being 
entitled to ninety-two more, 

A temporary injunction bas been granted 
by Judge Hammond and the case will be 
heard for a final decision on Saturday next. 
The order of the court restrains Captain 
Nelms from delivering to the road any more 
convicts and also provides that he shall not 
deliver any more to penitentiary companies 
two and three until the matter is settled. 

This left the principal keeper in a dilemma 
as to what disposition he would make oc the 
convicts that should chance to be turned over 
to him pending the decission in the case. Gov- 
ernor McDaniel decided that he would not 
in any event permit the prisoners to remain 
in the county jails of the state a burden upon 
the people. Penitenflary company number 
one is by the terms of its contract entitled to 
three hundred able-bodied convicts,the creme 
de lacreme of the lot. Captain Nelms on 
yesterday asked Senator Brown, president of 
the company, if he would receive and work 
the convicts that came in between now and 
the time the case is settled. The senator re- 
plied that he would, and to his camp in Dade 
county they will all go for the present. There 
are now severai in the jail of Sumter coun- 
ty awaiting a guard to escort them to the 
camp. 

The lessees, who have instituted this suit, 
intend to carry the matter to the supreme 
court, holding that the state has not kept 
faith with them, but is giving to the Marietta 
and North Georgia railroad convicts that be- 
long to the lessees under the contract made. 
The suit is a very important one,and the trial 
will be watched with interest.

The first sales of Northern Pa- 
cific preferred were at 60% and 59% against 51% at 
the close on Saturday, and the otheractive shares 
were all higher. In the ys trade Northern Pa- 
cific common ran off to 2534, against 27 and 27% at 
the opening. The dullness in these shares was due 
to bear manipulation entirely, it being stated that 
a prominent operator on the short-side borrowed a 
round amount of preferred stock and offered it at 
easy rates, With a view of creating the impression 
that the stock was more plentiful and not wanted. 
Owing to the closing of the books,the weakness was 
of short duration. Before 10:20 a, m. a strong buy- 
ing movement setin, which gathered force as the 
morning advanced. Villards were the feature, ad- 
yancing 5% percent for Northern Pacific common 
to 31; ; 10%% for preferred to 70; 8% for Oregon 
and Transcontinental to 4674; 84 for Oregon Navi- 
gation to 110%. Cash sales were Northern Pacific 
2944, 264, and 2744; Northera — ar a 63°74, 
62, 62% and 66, a difference of \% to 2% per cent.The 
Sharp rise and activity in these ei caused a gen- 
eral rush by the bears for active stocks, and the ex- 
citement at one time was intense, About midday 
there was a regular bear panic, and the shorts in 
their anxiety to cover rushed prices upon them- 
selves. It was rumored at this time that Union 
Pacific, Oregon and Transcontinental and the other 
heavily oversold stocks were to be twisted, Canada 
Southern rose 1%; Canadian Pacific 15% to 51%; 
Central Pacific 1% to 6444; Northwest 154 to 120%; 
St. Paul 154 to 9534; Lackawanna 2', to 1444; Dela- 
ware and Hudson 1 to 108; Louisvilleand Nashville 
2% to 48%4; Lake Shore 14% to 9644; Michigan Cen- 
al 2 to 81; Missouri Pacific 1° to¥3\4; Jersey Cen- 
tral 2 to 85%; Erie 1% to 29; Omaha preferred 14 to 
95%: Union Pacific 1 to 89; Wabash 1 to 19%; 
Western Union 1% to 76! After 1 p.m. the excite- 
ment subsided and there was areaction of \to 1 
per cent in the general list, and 2 to 5% in Villards, 
Northern Pacific sold down to 29; Northern Pacific 
preferred to 64%; Oregon and Transcontinental to 
444%. The reaction was due torealizations. Towards 
2 p.m. another buying movement set in and West. 
ern Union moved up to 76/4; Oregon and Transcon- 
tinenta] te 46%<; Louisville and Nashville to 49; 
Union Pacific to 8&9; Northern Pacific to 304; 
Northern Pacific preierred to 654; Northwest to 
120%4. In the last half hour the bears vigorously 
attacked the whole market and depressed prices 4 
to 2% percent in the general list, and44 to 9 in 
Villards. The raid near tae close was engineer- 
ed by the operators who have been prominent on 
the board for some time past, and are desirous of 
checking the improvement before public sentiment 
changes to the bull side. On the other hand, itis 
reported that the bull party in Northern Pacific in- 
tend to follow up their movement in stock, and 
hence encourage short sales.
